The Turkish Cypriots said the 
lew state would become an equal 
‘artner with a similar Greek Cyp- 
iot state, provided the Greek Cyp- 
ἰοῦ agreed to such a settlement 
f the Cyprus problem. 

Archbishop Makarios, the consti- 
utionally-elected president of Cyp- 
us, has said repeatedly he would 
ever agree to such a geographical 
ederation unless all 200,000 Greek 
typriot refugees were allowed to 
‘eturn to their homes.

The Egyptian envoy went on: It 
would be naive to sign a non- 
belligereacy pact in exchange for 
a smal piece of territory. “What 

tee can you give that they 
will not settle on the rest of the 
land for’ ever? Then if we attack 
we will be the aggressors, although 
we are only trying to capture our 
Jand.” 

Egypt is ready to terminate the 
conditions of war if all the prob- 
Jems are solved between us. “This 
is the only concession we will 
make.” 

What Israel calls a concession, 
we don't cali a concession, he con- 
tinued. “Israel makes concessions 
with something he doesn’t own. He 
makes a concession with my land.” 

Shazly said that UN Resolution 
242 was a basis for peace-making, 
and Rafael took him upon this and 
said that he agreed. The problem 
ig interpretation, the Israeli Ambas- 
sador pointed out. 

Rafael, who referred 2 number of 
times to “my Egyptian colleague,” 
said that if the Arabs would be 
prepared to enter into meaningful 
negotiations to work out the parti- 
cular problems which are involved,” 
of course we could meet and nego- 
tiate a peace apreement. “But I am 
afraid that the other side ig not yet 
in that mood, and therefore we may 
have to advance stage by stage to. 
wards that goal.” 

Shazly replied that it is possible 
to negotiate for “10 or even 20 
years and the other side would give 
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you another meaning, then you will! 
never reach a solution, When you 
have two contradictery ideas there 
must be a third party who says 
who :5 right an? who is wrong. The 
Israelis have the power τὸ explain 
and negotiate for years and years, 
even 10 years.” 

Pressed by the interviewer on the 
question of negotiations, Shaziy 
said that if by step-by-step nego- 
tations it is meant that first there 
is ἃ final agreement, and we ga 
step-by-step to it, “then it's all 
right.” But he rejected the idea 
of Israe! making “concessions with 
what he doesn't own” If Isravi 
wants concessions “for every 10 
miles hr pulis back, then we will 
have a demilitarized zone over the 
whole Nile Deita." 

Asked about George Habash’s 
recent statement that he wants war, 
Shazly said: “We are not warmong- 
ers, We want a just solution in the 
Middle East. We are ready to ace 
cept UN resolutions. ts Israel reacy 
to accept iN resolutions? Israv! 
has rejected more than 150 UN 
resolutions.” 

Given the last word. Anibassador 
Rafael said that israel is ready to 
implement Resolution 242, “which 
we have accepted.” It is Israel's 
policy to reach peace, “whether we 
can reach that peace in one jump 
or whether we will reach it in 
stages. We believe it is more real- 
istic to proceed stage by stage, but 
we are willing to expedite the pro- 
cess and to accelerate it to the best 
of our ability.” 

The interviewer, who appeared 
relieved that the historic encounter 
had passed off peacefully, conclud- 
ed: “Thank you gentlemen. You 
have certainly indicated the prob- 
lems that Dr. Kissinger faces in 
his Middle East trip.”

THURE HAVE BEEN several films 
dealing with the Nazi occupation 
France in World War HI but 
ἐμᾶς that I can recall similar to 
Les Violons du Bal (Zsfron, Tet 
Aviv) which has an’ emotional 
warmth and an individuality of 
treatment that set ic apart.

AS DURING previous visits by 
Dr. Kissinger to the area, it is 
difficult to distinguish between 
appearance and reality in the 
various reports that accompany 
his every move.

Only in the weeks ahead, and 
only after his next visit to the 
area in March, will we be in 
a position to know whether this 
confidence was misplaced. For it 
appears that during his present 
visit he was not ready to bring 
the parties into a direct negotia- 
ting exchange, but rather sought 
to articulate and clarify various 
available alternatives. 

Certainly what is known of 
the Egyptian position does not 
appear to bode well for the pos- 
sibility of any kind of interim 
agreement. For Israeli withdraw- 
al from the Abu Rodeis oil fields 
and the strategic Mitla and Gidi 
passes, they have offered merely
